The first 'Inscriptions to attract at- 
tention were those found about the 
itth century A.D., at Persepolla on the 
Persian Qulf, Numerous travellers 

visited these ruins and brought hack 

accounts of the wonderful sculpture, 
ai]d terraces and gardens. Hut nothing 
appeared to be known about the In- 
scriptions. Some described them ai 
taliemanlc signs to ward of evil spirits. 
Petrq del la Vulle In 1B21 sent hack 
to «pain a copy of some of these In- 
scriptions, and published them later, 
but no Interest was aroused In them 
uni 11 one of the greatest Herman 
scholars Orotefend In the early part of 
the 19th century copied and set himself 
to decipher these hieroglyphics. His 
labors rend like a romance, and their 
.recounting hrought forth from the 
audience great applause. 

Closely Identlfed with this work 
was Qeorge Rawllnson, a British cav- 
alry officer, resident In Bagdad, who 
al the peril of his life copied a Baby* 
lonlan version of an Inscrip- 
tion carved In the face of a perpendicu- 
lar rock, I, TOO feet high. The Inscrip- 
tion Itself was some 303 feel ahnve the 
rock, aud from the summit of It. sus- 
pended by slight and rail ropes, for 
months lie worked, copying the In- 
scription. 

The lecturer passed round a tablet 
received from n friend of his, never 
befors translated. The tahlet In length 
about 'I Inches, and about 2 Inches 
Wide, inscribed on both sides, was dis- 
covered In the temple of the Goddess of 
Nln-Mar, in Cr of the Chaldees, the 
city where Abraham was horn. The 
Inscription tells of a numher of cattle 
presented as a native offering to the 
goddess, and Is dated About 2,.">00 B.C., 
600 years before Abraham left his na- 
tive Canadian city. The tablet has 
never before been translated

Ills subject was' "The Ap- 
plication or Electrical Engineering to 
Mining." 

In developing a hydro-electric plant 
the tlrst thing to consider Is the 'avail- 
able water supply. In most districts 
statistics of the rainfall and run off 
I may be obtained from the Commission 
for the Conservation of Water Power 
in Canada, and contour maps of the 
area from the Government at the pro- 
vincial centre. 

Consideration should be taken or the 
fact that If there is no lake in the ays- 
tern .to store the water, the supply 
available In the summer and fall is 
far below that In the spring. 

The next i|tustloti Is the dam site.. 
Having decided approximately the, 
proper hetjcht from the contour maps: 
calculate the cost by trial ami de- 
termine the head of water which will 
pay best, taking Into consideration that; 
the bonds will only sell for SO to 90 
per cent of their actual value. Operat- 
ing cost, depreciation, etc., o'h the 
power house and transmission lines, 
maintenance of transmission lines, and 
In mining districts, the time that the 
mine will probably operate should be 
considered. 

Next consider the power house it- 
self. Water Is led through the water 
wheels and from this power Is de- 
veloped and sent over the transmis- 
sion lines. 

In choslng the machines for a plant 
the operuting conditions should • bo 
studied carefully. With alternating 
current distribution either squlrrel- 
or wire-wound rotor induction

be supplied. Are the machines In 
series an In an asbestos-producing 
plunt or in parallel?

7!4 h.-p. are started by starting com- 1 
pensators. l^trge motors of this type| 
may draw live to six times normal; 
current when starting up and their 
use Is therefore questionable In series 
service. Also there is a danger of the 
compensator being burned out. 

A. C, motors are now used on hoists 
with absolute success. 

No voltage and overload releases arei 
a regular nuisance on Induction mot- 
ors. The former usually cuts out the 
motor on momentary drops of voltage 
and are tied down by the operator In] 
a week as a rule. The latter operates; 
on momentary rises of current, and I 
this In turn Is also tied down by the I 
operator. 

Now consider the voltage to be used.! 
Two thousand two hundred volts is 
used extensively for large motors— 
560 volts below 35 h.p. In hoists, how-, 
ever, where the operator Is In constant 
contact with the machinery. 2,200 volts! 
Is dangerouH on the reversing switch,! 
although this has been used. 

A ground on a 530 volt service set ; 
off some blasts prematurely In one case 
In the speaker's experience. 

Regarding the mechanical method 
of applying the motor to the load, for 
slow speeds shafts should he belt con- 
nected rather than bolted, or they 
mav have flexible couplings, or better 
still use a chain drive, dears should 
never be used with pulsating loads or 
where the machinery must be reversed 
quickly.

SHAG. WILL AGAIN COACH 
INTERCOLLEGIATE CHAMPIONS 



Has Agreed to Handle McGill Football Team Next Season — 
Will Have excellent Material. 



That Frank Shaughnessy would 
again coach tho McGill football team 
next season, was the statement giv- 
en out to the "Daily" last night by 
Shirley Dixon, president of the Stu- 
dents' Council. The latter and .lim- 
inie Lee, representing the football 
club, closed with "Shag" yesterday 
for one more season, but further than 
this the big gridiron expert would 
not go. 

Shaughnessy intends to give up 
spdrt altogether in the near future, 
In order to go into business In Otta- 
wa, ami there was some doubt as lo 
■whether or not he would accept the 
position at all. The big coach figures 
that he cannot continue indefinitely 
to devote his entire time to athletics 
and lias, therefore, begun t<> make 
other arrangements. From early In 
the spring until well on In September 
he lias been acting us player-manager 
or tho Ottawa baseball team, while 
from the latter part of September 
until the middle of November he has 
coached the McGill football squad. As 
this only leaves three or four months 
in the year for the pursuit of his pro- 
fession, "Shag" feels t,.at he cannot 
continue this programme much long- 
er. In all probability he will drop 
both baseball and football after next 
season, but should he decide to con- 
tinue one of the two, football will 
have the call. Consequently, there is 
Just a possibility that next year will 
Will not see the cessation of "Shag's" 
connection with the Intercollcglato 
champions. 

The news will be welcomed by the 
Students as it Is realized that with- 
out Shaughncssy'a coaching the 
championship would not have been 
brought to McGill last year and won 



again this season. With splendid 
material for a championship fourteen 
in 1010 and 1911 McGill did not 
have a show for the honors, although 
It was generally conceded that a 
good coach who could devote his 
whole time lo the job, would have 
made a winning aggregation out of 
the players at. his command. The 
first season Unit "Shag" took hold 
of the team he made it a winner and 
the prospects are that as long as the 
big eoaeli is at the head of affairs, 
McGill will stay at the top of the 
heap. Next year the team .should be 
as strong If not stronger than the 
one which defeated Toronto on Sat- 
urday. All the men with the excep- 
tion of Jimmlc Lee and George Dra- 
per, who graduate this yenr, will be 
back at coUoro again. George Lalng 
has another year to put in as have De 
Mut.li and Donnelly. Hill Hughes is 
expected back, while "Chuck" Wat- 
rous can also be counted on for an- 
other year. Montgomery and Pais- 
ley have three and two years respec- 
tively ahead of them. Gcndron will 
not graduate until t91B while Red 
Maclean. Jeffrey, lions and Drophy 
are all freshmen. Norm Williamson 
and John Abbott are neither of them 
ill their final years. Willi this 
wealth of material, and one or two 
recruits such as llarwls, of It.M.C, 
there should be no difficulty in land- 
ing another title next season. The 
members of the present team will 
have I lie advantage of the exper'enco 
gained til's fall and will go into the 
games with the confidence wh'ch can 
only be acquired through experience.

New Proprietor of General 
Wolfe's Home Discusses It 



Historic Grounds Which Montreal Gentleman Has Bought De- 
scribed to R.V.C. Girls. 



PENITENTIARY MEN 
DEFEAT COLLEGIANS 



In the Nineteenth Century Dr. Wil- 
liam Macdonald gives an enthusiastic 
nccount of the work done by tho 8outh 
African Union Department of Agri- 
culture, of which he Is chief. The prob- 
lem of securtnB a suitable wheat which 
can be successfully • grown on the dry 
veldts has been satisfactorily solved 
by tho cultivation of the durum wheats. 
The writer gives the following Inter- 
esting details: 

Rlno durum wheat in tho fi> IU looks 
like barley, and one is apt, on scoliiK 
H for th« first time, to confuse it with 
tho latter cereal. It Is usually fairly 
ts.ll, with broad, smooth leaves, the 
heads axe heavily bearded, the kernels 
largo and very hard, having less starch 
than the common types, and varying 
tn color from a light to a reddish yel- 
low. Tho grain of the lintst durum 
wheat Is large, very hard, whitish, and 
slightly transparent. Durum wheats 
are grown both as* spring and winter 
wheats. To ensure sucocss they should 
be sown on molsture-iaving fallows, 
Atad tho (rowing wheat should be llght- 
fy harrowed, to renew the soil-blanket 
and so retain the soil-moisture until 
harvest time. 

The work carried on at the Lichten- 
burg Experimental Farm Is of the 
greatest value to South Africa and our 
colonies, and supplements the labors 
of our own experimenters at Roth- 
amitead. The moat notable results 
which have been accomplished are in 



the dlreetion of dry-farming,, and Dr. 
Macdonald says: "We have shown: 

(1) That by our system of tillage 
wo are able to keep tho soli scod-bed 
moist fur a whole year. This means 
that, so far as moisture is concerned, 
wo can plant a crop at any season— 
a most Important matter In South Af- 
rica. This result has been attained by 
the use of moisture-saving! fallows, 
deeply ploughed, constantly harrowed, 
and kept covered with a dry-soil blank- 
et, which checks evaporation. 

(2) That It Is possible to grow dry- 
land winter wheat and to. hurvest It 
befure the season of rust. 

(3> That drilling, as might bo ex- 
pected, Is far better than broad-cast- 
ing, saves seed, places the grain In the 
moist secd-bed, and givea a more even 
growth. 

(4» That thin seeding, for wheat 30 
to 45 Ihs. per acre, gives larger returns 
than more lavish sowing. This Is due 
to the fact that each Individual plant 
has more moisture, sunlight, and food 

(■>} That tbe durum- wheats have giv- 
en the best results. They are tho 
wheats which have extended the wheat 
belt Into the most arid regions of West- 
ern America. 

16) That the durum wheat— Apulia 
—has heen grown under our dry-fartn- 
Inr system without a drop of rain fall- 
ing upon it from seed time until har- 
vest, which proves the efficacy of tho 
molature-Mvins; fallow, and la a re- 
cord In modern agriculture.

On Saturday evening at the R.V.C, 
Mr. J. B. Learmont gave an illustrat- 
ed lecture on General Wolfe and his 
birth-place at Weuterham, Kent. 

This lecture was of special Interest 
as Mr. Learmont purchased Wolfe 
House, a short time ago and present- 
ed It to the Canadian people, subject 
to the Government's approval. Last 
summer Mr. Learmont, accomponled 
by a photographer, went to Wester- 
ham, which la a short distance from 
London, and they succeeded ln getting 
some charming views of the Wolfe 
home. The house, like many of the 
Kentish buildings surrounding It, Is 
a very old one, having been built in 
1508. It has, of course, been changed 
and added to from time to time since 
then. It la a throe-storeyod, many 
gabled, old home — very comfortable 
and homelike, with vines covering Us 
old brick walls, and In a beautiful 
setting of sturdy old trees. 

A thick hedge lines the driveway 
up to tho door with Kb quaint knock- 
er and name-plate. Within arc old 
oak-pancllcd walls and Home very 
beautiful flro places. Jn the Wolfe 
bed-room Is a fire-place into the pan- 
els of which have been Inserted, by 
Mr. Learmont, pictures of the King 
and Queen, the Duke of t'onnaught 
and Lord Strathcona and Wolfe him- 
self. 



Mr. Learmont also showed the vi- 
carage and the home of George Ward, 
where Wolfe passed many happy 
hours ln his childhood- — he lived in 
Wostcrham till twelve years old, 
when he moved to Illackheath. His 
home there was shown and St. Alph- 
egc Cathedral at Greenwich, where 
Wolfe spent much time. 

Passing from these, Mr, Learmont 
showed the associates of Wolfe, in 
the army. He was an officer himself 
when eighteen. Guy Carleton nnd 
Amherst were among these, and Mr. 
Harvey Smythc. Wolfe's aide-de- 
camp, to whom we owe the most au- 
thentic portrait of Wolfe. 

MONTREAL IN 1860. 

Many of the quaint engravings of 
Quebec were shown, and one of 
Montreal, taken In 1680, in which 
Notre Dame was the main street and 
north of that was the "Road to the 
Forest and the Indians." 

A reproduction of a letter, written 
by Wolfe, with its legible and beau- 
tiful hand-writing was shown, it be- 
ing one of Mr. Lcarmont'fl Wolfe re- 
lics. Another Is a picture of Wolfe, 
which is in the Westerham home. 
This home was purchased from Mr. 
Uocclcs Wilson, who has written a 
biography or Wolfe. 
' Owing to Mr. Learmont's kindness 
many of the resident students at the 
R.V.C. were fortunate enough to see 
and hoar of this place of such his- 
toric Interest — one of special Interest 
to Canadians as it is now thuir prop- 
erty.
